It Is known as the American Educa- 
tional "Mission bureau, and Is composed 
of members appointed by the board of 
foreign affairs the Walwupu and the 
ward of education, and In coming to 
conclusion* is to consult with a repre- 
sentative of the American minister at 
Pek|n. A preparatory school la to be 
•established at Pekin for the prelim- 
nary Instruction of students chosen 
'rom the different provinces of China. 
The plan for the selection of students 
takes Into consideration the g^o«-i»ph- 
cal and political divisions of the em- 
pire, and Is frankly modeled on the 
plan of selection of the Cecil Rhodes 
scholarship students at Oxford. These 
things mean that America'* and China 
win be drawn closer and closer togeth- 
er tn the next few yean. 


The department of state is prying 


special attention to trade development 
In the far ntt, and Is laying special 
emphasis on the Olnese situation. 
About thrie years ago a division of far 
eastern affairs was established tn the 
state department, and the i=.ults of 
Its work along limited lines have bet).

world.

Since he has been Fiesident he has 
encouraged a forward policy at Pekin 
which has resulted In many advantages 
tr American interests. Mr. Charles R. 
Cram, the new minister to Pekin, Is a 
business man who has the confidence 
ot the people of the United States. The 
ftrst secretary of the lsB&tlon, Mr. 
Henry R. Fletcher, when In chaig* of 
the baatlon, directed the negotiations 
which resulted In the American r?rtlci- 
pation in the r cent railway loans made 
by China, and therein he proved him* 
self to be possessed of the highest 
qualifications for a diplomatic career. 
With such men at Pekin, and with the 
large corps of able consular oncers now 
stationed In Chin*, the government 
prepared to assist American enterprise 
in every legitimate way. It Is now up 
to the American business man to take 
advantage of t(\e situation and save 
the Chinese market for American 
wares.

that city a supply of water. Mr. Mulr, 
who lias spent much of his life in the 
Totcmite and knows all the trees and 
rocks by name, has declared to the 
President, with all of the enthusiasm 
of the real lover of nature, that the 
plan is a sacrilege. HU frankly ex- 
j£essed opinions have, bought about 
several lively discussion, among those 
In the -President's party who are in- 
dined to favor the project, and Mr. 
Taft has listened to many of these 
with amused interest, 
One* 
today, 


while coming down the trail, Mr. Mutr 
became exasperated 
and 'excl»»med, 


"Oh, 
I guess the rascals will get it 


in the end." 


He added that the Tosemlte was a 


place in which to say one's prayer* 
and never should b* used for commer- 
cial purposes. rPesident Taft has been 


deeply impressed with the beauty, not 
only of the valley itself, but the en- 
tire Yoseralte park. *.He declared that 
the park had' been neglected, «s com- 
pared with the Yellowstone. Mr. Taft 
is anxious that seme definite plan of 
Improvement should be agreed upon in 
order that proai sea may be made year 
by year. Road building is the first 
gieat need, as the President himself 
has suggested, and he probably Will 
make some recommendations on the 
subject in his forthcoming message to- 
Congress. 


Arriving at the floor of the valley to- 


day, 
the President was giceted by 


Galen Clark. £7 years old, who was 
the first white man to make known 
the existence of the giant sequoia trees 
of the Mariposa groves. 
Mr. Clark 


do»s not claim to have been the first 
man to see the mammoth forest, for 
he found a prospector's outfit there 
when he went In. It «ls his theory 
that the rospector was a white man 
who had been slain by Indians. 


Is Forestry 


One result of the President's trip 


Into the Yosemite has been to make 
•him an enthusiast on forestry. 
The 


secluded sequoias were not responsi- 
ble for this, for they are in a class 
by themselves. 
For three days 
the 


President has traveled through suc- 
leedlng' forests of yelhw and sugar 
pine and fir trees that have' towered 
from 200 to 300 feet above the road, 
and they have called out constant ex- 
pressions of his admiration To many, 
the slender, arrow-like grace of the 
pines and the fir holds more beauty 
than the gnarled, rugged mass of the 
•eqnolas, 


Riding in the forests yesterday, the 


President heard a giant pine fall, the 
result of decay near the roots. 
The' 


crash was like the report of distant' 
artillery. 
j 


Members of the California delegation 


in Congress who have been accom- 
panying him through the 
Yosemite, 


have been urging the President 
to 


make a trip to the Philippines in 1911. 
Mr. Taft has no deeper Interests than 
those of the Philippines, and he has 
listened to the suggestions of a trip 
to the islands with some de»iie of 
enthusiasm on his part 
It has been 


pointed out to the Pxesldent that he 
could make a trip to the Philippines 
well inside of three months by taking 
a fast cruiser and that he would actu- 
ally be away from Washington but 
a little longer than on the journey 
through the west. 


Kay Visit Islands, 


If the President should decide to go, 


It would be his idea to have a large 
(fengiessional delegation precede him 
on a ship, so they might go over the 
Islands with him. The President is ex- 
tremely anxious to return there for a 
visit. 


With a contemplated visit to Alaska 


next year, and a stop at Honolulu on 
the way home, followed by a voyage 
to the Philippines in 1911, with an oc- 
casional visit to Panama, President 
Taft would easily set a new mark lor 
presidential travel. 


While the President's clothes were 


drying at Sentinel hotel today, he took 
a two hours' nap and felt greatly re- 
freshed. 
So much so, in fact, that 


when he reached here at 6'15 p. m.. 
after a 16-mile stage ride, he declared 
he was ready to begin the day all over 
again. 
-The President lunched with 


Major Forsythe, superintendent of the 
park, 


A 40-ton boulder of granite felt down

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BE1KST TO THE FR01T. 


THE nomination of William Ii. Hearst for 


J|a>or of Now York further complicate* an already 
'angled political situation. 
Tammany, against it* 


' vill, has nominated Justice William J. Gaynor. 


I'he Republicans have named Otto T. Bannard, 
i clean, upright cttisen, president of a big trust 
:ompany, reputed millionaire, and representative 
*f the larger business interests. This nomination 
had already been indorsed by the fusionista when 
Hearst's admirers got together and named him as 
an independent candidate, despite his previous re- 
fusal. 
Hearst had already promised his support 


to Justice Gaynor, but now he has accepted the 
nomination given him and withdrawn hi* pledge 
to the Tammany candidate. 


He declare* further than the candidates for 


tninor offices named by the fuslonists are worthy 
of support, so it is to be assumed that their name* 
will be placed on the Hearst ticket, but the dis- 
patches' do not make clear whether Mr. Hearst 
expects Mr. Bannard to withdraw in his favor. 
Vo far as the fuslonists are concerned, their sup- 
port could easily be transferred to Hearst, but it 
is hardly to be supposed that the regular Repub- 
lic* n organisation would disavow Bannard and give 
It* adherence to the independent candidate. There- 
fore, as generally .happen* in New York mayoralty 
campaigns, there is to be a three-cornered fight 
with T»mmany as the sole beneficiary—Tammany, 
the force which all other parties are called into 
the field to oppose. 


It would appear that the Tammany chieftain* 


believe in the principle of "divide and govern," for 
in every campaign they manage to get the opposi- 
tion cut up hito at least two factions, thus insuring 
their own victory. With both Hearst and Bannard 
in the race agalnet Gaynor the triumph of the 
Tammany man is almost certain. The straight Re- 
publican vote will go to Banunrd; the independents 
*nd nonpartivans of various sorts will give their 
support to Hearst while the great mass of organ- 
ized voters that is *!ways subject to the dictation 
of the wonderful Tammany organization will .roll 
up the usual majority for their nominee. 


At this distance it looks as if 


the good government force* in* New 
York ha\e again missed their op- 
i>oruaiity. 
They have yet 'to learn 


the principle of success in politics 


which their enemy practices to such good advan- 
tage ---the principle at organisation and unity. Such 
sporadic efforts at reform as are made by the va- 
rious groups opposed to Tammany never have 
been, and never can be, effective. A good enough 
beginning was made two or three months ago by 
the appointment of a. committee of one hundred, 
made up of representative men, to organise the 
opposition, but the outcome is disappointing. 


Jutt what sort of a mayor Judge Gaynor will 


make is a question which probably worries the 
Tammany leaders no less than their opponents. 
There are so many conflicting opinions of this 
man that It is hard to get at an estimate which 
can reasonably be regarded as correct. He is an 
ardent partisan, but he hue not hesitated on oc- 
casion to kick over the organisation traces. 
He 


has powerful enemies "higher up" among the bfg 
financial Interests which are supposed to exercise 
a profound Influence over the destinies of Tam- 
many, and it is barely possible that the organiza- 
tion will knife him on election day — a trick at 
which it is an adept 
The more probable supposi- 


tion! though, Is that Tammany will proceed to elect 
Gaynor and take Its chance* of handling him later, 
as It has handled McClellan, and if he turns out 
to be as obedient as the present mayor has been 
his backers will have no reason to complain,

country. The transition of the cattle 
Industry In the west 25 years ago to 
the conditions today has been grad- 
ual, but complete.

today. The extremists claim emphati- 
cally that a b*-«f famine t> imminent, 
bating their asitvrltotis on the decrease 
In our exportu, wnkh fell off Xt per 
cent la»t year, th« decrease in the re- 
ceipti of cattle at the shipping centers, 
the Increase In the supply needed for 
htme consumption, the high prices of 
fattening fee<J. which Ifl hardly suf- 
ficient to meK the demand, and the 
regulation of prices by the large paclr- 
ers, who practically control the mar- 
ket. As a result of these conditions 
the price of beef has kept climbing 
higher, with no prospect of getting less 
and e^*ry indication of continuing to 
soar. With no provision for Increas- 
ing the chief food «upply. hogs and 
sheep will follow cattle In price, bring- 
ing the possibility of beef being an un- 
known food on the tables of the work- 
Ing clattes. With the farmer rapidly 
settling the vast ranges nhere once the 
steer reigned supreme, it is not a far 
cry to vegetarianism for the ma«sea 
in (he United States. 


la the Old Day*. 


Following the extinction of the buf- 


falo, when the west first began to at- 
tract settlers in large numbers, the 
great ranges were open to the cattle 
growers. There was no restriction oth- 
er than an understanding that one out- 
fit should not crowd another 
A fence 


was almost unknown, except to Inclose 
a corral for horses. Territories were 
designated by mountain peaks and riv- 
ers. Immense herds were driven from 
Texas to Montana and east to Kansas, 
then the eastern shipping point. The 
rich grazing lands in the creek and 
river bottoms were open and free as 
the air. Only a tithe*of it was taken 
up by the settlers. The cattle man was 
supreme. His herds were the staple 
of the great west and he was literally 
a baron. 


Few people realize that in the devel- 


oper .nt of our common country there 
was strictly a pastoral epoch. Twenty 
yean covered its rise and fall, reach- 
Ing a climax unequaled in the exodus 
of the human race; for man and his 
cow have come across the ages to- 
gether. 
History and tradition are 


dumb regarding the domestication of 
cattle, but the culmination of the 
march, from that far, dateless morn- 
ing In some Assyrian Eden, reached its 
acme in the west in 1884, when 800,000 
cattle crossed the Red river, the north- 
ern boundary of the Lone Star state, 
marching like brigades of a king's 
army over the Texas and Montana cat- 
tle tralL 


That year the row was the corner- 


stone of one-fourth of our present con- 
tinental area, overlapping the Rio 
Grande on the south and defying Can- 
ada's snows. It was a brief day; th3 
curtain rose on a simple scene; a man 
on horseback with his cattle In the 
background, and fell on the true cli- 
max of all pastoral ageu from In the 
beginning. Unfortunately that epoch 
has no historian; we have exalted in 
our literature and drama the Alkali 
Ikes and Rattlesnake Pete*, heroes of 
the tenderloin and dance hall, but th* 
grand army of pioneers, the cowmen of 
the old west, our empire builders, have 
met only persecution. 


AH of which Is perfectly human. 


Life, -whether pastoral or commercial, 
is a stage, full of envy and cross pur- 
poses. One man's meat is another 
man's poison, and the prosperity and 
success of the western cowmen led to 
their undoing. It was a unique spoch 
in all history; their ranges, princi- 
palities by metes and bounds, -were 
controlled without investment their 
herds roamed the virgin pastures of 
an unclaimed land.

The Cl«*h Over Fences. 


Naturally, these conditions provoked 


human envy. Governments, lika indi- 
viduals, ^ of ten prove ungrateful. The 
men who civilised the xest met per- 
secution for their reward. If the vast 
ranges of Indian and government land 
Invited occupancy, the jrturdy cowman 
of the west, so long as he injured no 
other man, saw no harm in using the 
perishable grasses in grazing his herds. 
No so the government; its was the 
dog-in-the-manger policy. If the In- 
dian did not use his land, "Let it lie 
Idle," said his guardian

government When an association of 
catUeroen, with the,tacit consent of 
the secretary of the interior, leased 
from the Cherokee nation, 
civilized 


Indians, an unused hunting ground, 
paying a rental 
that 
supported a 


splendid system of Indian schools, the 
first change of administration said, 
"Let your children remain Ignorant" 
and wsnt Its army to apply the torch. 
Beautiful spectacle' the burning or 
shelters for man and horse, their sus- 
tenance and provender. The annals 
Of inhumanity to dumb brutes in re- 
moving cattle from the Cheyenne and 
Arapahoe reservation, in Indian Ter- 
ritory, in the mouth of winter, are 
challenged by the autocratic order of 
President Cleveland and its subse- 
quent harvest of suffering and death. 


Change* In conditions came with the 


arrival of settlers. They TV anted the 
bottom lands, *ith the water, and de- 
manded protection 
from 
the great 


herds of wild steers. Tliry appropri- 
ated water rights entitling them to 
certain streams and rivers. This wa*

,The cattlemen were finally forced to 
secure land of their w. n. Enormous 
tracts were purchased by the larger 
sitmers, in some Instances millions 
of acres being inclosed by a single 
fence. With the lands, water rights 
had to be obtained, the combined ex- 
pense causing an Immense outlay of 
capital. Wher« formerly the chief ex- 
pense was the wage and keep of the 
cowpunchers, U"id 
and 
water were 


to be paid for, either by lease or pur- 
chase. 
Conditions were the best In 


Texas, where all <of the open lands 
were owned by the state and leased 
on favorable terms to the cattlemen. 


In New Mexico, Colorado, Utah and 


Wyoming, juiother handicap came to 
the cattlemen tvhen sheep-raising be- 
came general FronOhie time the first 
considerable number of sheep were 
turned upon the open/range, trouble 
began between the' herders and the 
cow men. Cattle and sheep will not 
mix, nor will the growers li\e in har- 
mony in the same territory. Sheep 
taint, or grease, a range « ithln a short 
time that will last indefinitely for cat- 
tle. The sheep will follow the cattle 
over a range, but the cattle will not 
grace where the sheep have 'been. The 
smaller animal not only browses close- 
ly. but destroys vegetation absolutely 
with Us sharp, pointed hoofs. Pastur- 
ing sheep means the ruin of a cattle 
range. 


Feuds between sheep and cattlemen 


have been Incidental to the west for 
years. 
Frequently, brutal murders 


have been chronicled, where herden 
have been (hot to death, after which 
their flock" were 
butchered. 
Such 


stories have been flashed across the 
country repeatedly, but it is doubtful 
if any readers outside the cattle sec- 
tion of the west realised that the cause 
was due directly to the pasturing of 
sheep on ranges where the eattlemen 
claimed domain. 
From accounts in 


the newspapers, the crimes appeared 
wanton on the part of desperadoes, 
but the real reason is the culmination 
of bad feeling between the shsop men 
and the cattle growers, finding its out- 
let in violence 


Toward the later part of Roosevelt's 


first administration cattle men were 
given another setbaLk 
The rapid de- 


crease of the open range*, followed by 
the setting aside of va*t tracts for na- 
tional forest re«>rve^, further compli- 
cated the (rrazlnr propoBition 
Goo! 


rui«?e became very s<,irre, leading th* 
rattle growers to pasture their herd*

again stepped In. announcing that the 
cattlemen must p«v for the privllejr?

It was decbuei 
that the Rocky Moun*«|n region could 
not only supply enough beef for tha 
United States for all time to come, but 
could take care of a large part of 
Europe. This staterr-trt scorned true 
in the days of open ranges, but tha 
conditions today are pnnking the re- 
verse of the claim true, Instead 4f 
having meat to send abroad it will be 
necessary to send to Mexico and Ar- 
gentine for beef. The lucres •* in pop- 
ulation In the United States ><»<• been 
going on steadily, while the cattle in- 
dustry has been diminishing 


While the home consumption of beef 


Is jet on the increase, there is no pro- 
vision for feeding a gt«ater output of 
cattle, mere they to be raised. Tha 
corn belt of the middle states can not 
be widened or its crop Increased. It is 
bounded by climatic conditions that 
can not be altered. Never "gain will 
he fall to find a market for the- biggest 
«rop he can raise. All *>»t is not used 
for other purposes wfll be eagerly 
sought to fatten cattle for the home 
market. 


Next January one of the most unique 


conventions ever held in this country 
will assemble at Denver, It 10 called 
the "Beef COD«<«M." 
The delegates 


will be leading men from all parts of 
the country w.ho aro Interested in be»f 
breeding and the cattle industry in 
general 
The importance of the ques- 


tion of beef supply to the people of the 
United States h»v made auch a gather- 
ing imperative 
The people at large 


do not realize the situation that con- 
fronts them with regard to the future 
beef supply. The frugal housewife who 
gasps when the butcher tells her thut 
steaks have again advanced in price, 
blames the packing houses as she dim- 
ly recall* the various arraignment* of 
the trusts In the newspapers. She asks 
the butcher the re»>on for the ad- 
vance, promptly being assured that the 
wholesaler la responsible. He la turn 
blames the packer, who. In his good 
time, blames the grtiwer. «ho gets ut 
the kernel In th* nut by declaring that 
cattle can no longer be raised at a 
profit 


The Beef congress delegates are al- 


ready familiar with the existing condi- 
tions. They know that something is 
radically wrong and that unl**s som«- 
thing Is done the beef situation wilt 
(to from bad to worse. What they want 
to get at Is a remedy The cattle grow- 
ers agree that the question now con- 
fronting the people of the United States 
Is the raising of enough beef to sup- 
ply themselves

last minute because the promoter refused 
to pay the Jt X A. club In that city I5CO 
for the privilege of racing, in addition to 
the WO which had been sent Chairman 
Hower of the A. A. A. for the sanction at 
the "regular" rate. 


In (Philadelphia the officials of the 


Motor club accepted and cashed the check 
which accompanied Oldfield's entry for 
the big Benc with which the Invincible 
Parney won many races and got many 
records at Indianapolis and Lftwell. The 
day the entries closed, howe^r, Oldfleld 
wa* notified by the officials that hi* car 
wa« not a stock maohlne, and lie Would 
not N< allowed to race. 


Oldfirid said, a few days ago: 
"They certainly had my d-^d«r u», ana 


I am on the warpath. I practically started 
automobile track racing In this country, 
and have made my living out of It for 
seven years. In fact, after my fence- 
stn»*hlng experiences, end my many bat- 
tles with piOuiOters, A. A. A. officials and

When we slid back the outer 
walls of our room, the beauty of Nlkko 
burst upon us in all Us glory. Properly 
speaking, Nikko is the name of the 
mountainous district lying about 100 
miles north of Tokto, but when using 
the word people generally mean the 
two. villages of H"^hl-lshl and Irl- 
rnachi. where the temples are located. 
The charm of the mountains, forests 
and cascades is further enhanced by 
pagodas, mausolea and bridges. Lying 
2,000 feet above sea level, Nikko is a 
favorite summer resort for the foreign 
residents of the capital. 


While Our sleeping room was being 


converted into a breakfast room we 
played in the garden •with some Japa- 
nese children who called, "O hayo, 
good morning." when we appeared. It 
seemed a toy garden with its miniature 
fountains and bridges and dwarfed 
trees. In fact everything seems dimin- 
utive In Japan, even the mountains 
when compared with our own Rookies. 


A popular Japanese proverb says: 


"Do not use the word magnificent till 
you have seen Nikko." A more prac- 
tical one would be, do not so much as 
look at a temple until you go to Nik- 
ko. After one has climbed endless 
flights of steps, passed through miles 
of toril arches, and stood for hours on 
Icy lacquer ffoors in one's stockings 
searching out the crest of the shoguns 
and the three Buddhist monkeys, the 
information that the only temples In 
Japan really worth seeing ar« at Nik- 
ko, miles away, comes as somewhat of 
a blow. They are too good to slight, 
yet bow can one look another Japa- 
nese temple in the face! 


Wh«n we emerged from the village of 


Hashl-ishl on our pilgrimage, the first 
object that attracted our attention was 
the sacred bridge, Ml-Ha*h|f spanning 
the Daiya-gawa, a stream about 49 feet 
wide. Its bright red lacquer formed a 
strong contrast with the dark green 
orytomeria* In the background, being 
one of the few exceptions to the sub- 
dued colors preferred by the Japanese. 
This bridge has recently been de- 
stroyed by a cloudburst in the moun- 
tains above Nlkko. As it was close! 
to ordinary mortals, we crossed the 
stream a little farther down. 


Passing through deep green groves 


of tall crytomerlas one arrives at the 
pagodas, temples and shrines a laby- 
rinth of lacquer and gold, worthy of all 
the effusions bestowed on it. In tho 
Seventeenth century the tombs of the 
famous shogun, Icyasu, founder of tho 
Tokugawa dynasty, and of his grand- 
son, Icmlteu. were built in the giant 
forests of Nlkko. 
These formed 


nucleus for a number of magnificent 
temples and shrines erected at 
that 


period When Japanese art was at Its 
.height, Thus it is that the finest ex- 
amples of woodcarvlng and lacquer are 
to b« found in these temples.

The recent Inquiry by the French 


bureau of labor Is set forth In a report 
dealing with some of the "home" in- 
dustries, especially those in the branch 
ot needlework. In the Loire region at 
Bourges, Mans and Cholet, women 
labor 10 hours or more per day sewing 
on shirts, skirts and other articles of 
clothing. For this work they derive 
an annual income of from 108 to 240 
franc* ($20.84 to $4632). In numerous 
districts 4, wage of from 3 to 5 centimes 
(,". centimes — 1 cent) per hour is paid. 
Competition, both in respect to labor 
and 'markets is said to have produced 
this condition. The beautiful work of 
other days, known as classique, is no 
longer in demand.

Seasonings Favor^t by Epicures 


4 HE term poultry includes al 


domestic birds ut«<i u food 
excepting. pigtoni and squabs 
which ar«v clissed a* ga^ic 


The term game is applied to animals 
and birds which are pursued and tsken 
in field and forest such as quail, part* 
ndf e. wild duck, deer, etc. 


In choosing poultry, age is given the 


first consideration. A young lowl has 
soft feet, smooth skin and soft cartilage 
at the end of the breast-bone. After the 
fowl is about a year old, the cartilage 
hardens into bone and the feet become 
hard and dry. with coarse, scaly caver- 
ing and strong spurs Pin feathers in- 
dicate a young fowl ; hairs an older one. 
li -U-t 


In roasting poultry of every kind there 


are three very important points which 
must be carefully observed" First, al- 
ways have the oven very hot at first 
then finish the cooking at a moderate 
temperature; the intense heat sears the 
surface and closes the pores, so that the 
nutritive juices are all sealed within. 
Second. never submerge in much water, 
or the water will draw out the juices; 
for this reason the fowl should rest on 


ta th* baking pan. The rack 
should be smaller than the pan, to t*nit 
the free use of the «poon in basting. 
Third, ntver stick a fork into the 
fleshy part of the fowl in turning, as this 
nukes an opening for the juices to 
escape. 


- 
Chicken*, ducks and geese are roasted 


in the same way as turkeys, the time 
required varying according to the age of 
the fo*l. Spring chickens and ducks re- 
quire about an hour. When about a 
year old froui two to three hours. A 
'green" goose (which is about four 
ihonths old) is choicest for roasting 
If about a year old, the goose should be 
braised or steamed until almost tender, 
allowing from two to three hours, then 
browned in the oven, basting frequently. 


To season ducks and geese, rub well 


with salt, pepper and finger, both inside 
and out. 
If liked they may also be 


rubbed, before other seasoning is added, 
with the cut side of a clove of garlic or 
half an onion, A clove of tfarlic may 
also be added to the liquid in the pan 
during roasting to flavor both meat and 
fcf*vy. Ducks and geese are sometimes 
stuffed with sliced apples or several 
onions and a head of celery, but as such 
•tufl&ng is supposed to absorb the natur- 
ally strong flavor of thess fowls, it i> 
atx intended for se.riug. Serve apple 
or gooseberry sauce with ducks and 
g«;s. 


A rich apple stuffing much esteemed 


for both ducks and geese is made as 
follow.: Melt- one-fourth cupful butter 
or clarified poultry fat. add ont tea- 
spoonful (or •hore) of finely minced 
oaten, cook one minute; add heart and 
hver of the fowl, finely chopped, and 
eooV, stirring constantly, several min- 
utes; then add a quart of sliced apples. 
Cover and cook until apples are soft, 
then add one cupful raisins, one and a 
half cupful currants, one cupful soft 
bread-crumbs, one-fourth cupful sugar, 
9K teHpooafal salt, one-half teaspoon- 
nil anntdion and one-fourth teaspoon* 
ful PM«*- Tike from fire, mix thor- 
oufhly, cool ind add one beaten eft*.
